Brigade, 
therefore be it resolved, that the Town of Westmoreland extend its deepest 
sympathy to his family, and further resolve that this meeting offer a silent 
moment of prayer in his memory and be it further resolved, that this resolution 
appear in the minutes of this meeting and that a copy be sent to his parents, Mr. 
& Mrs. Kenneth Woolley, Westmoreland NH. 


Article 2. To hear the reports of Agents and Auditors and take any action 
relating thereto. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative to accept reports as printed in the 
Town Report. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote for Class IV or Class V roads 
construction; reconstruction or betterment aid, and raise and appropriate the 
sum of $874.16, the State contributing $5,827.75. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$845.00 as its fair share of operating costs of Cheshire Hospital. 
Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$510.00 (50 cents per capita) for Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service. 
Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 6.To see what disposition the Town will vote to make of the 
income of the Jotham Lord Fund. 
Moved and voted to be used in support of the Town Library. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act for the use as a set-off against the following debt service incurred 
for “Priority Expenditures” since January 1, 1972:

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$400.00 for the support of the Athletic Association. 

Amended to read — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for recreation equipment, supplies and fees to be 
administrated by the Recreation Commission. Moved and voted in the 
affirmative. This action taken after consideration was completed on Article 17. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will permit the Westmoreland Athletic 
Association, Inc. to play basketball in the Town Hall in accordance with rules 
and regulations mutually agreed upon by the Association and the Selectmen of 
the year 1962 until the next annual meeting. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $500.00 
to paint the interior of the Library and the exterior trim and authorize the 
withdrawal of this amount from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under 
the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
regional planning commission, now organized and named the Southwestern New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. This Commission will have member- 
ship of at least two communities and will have jurisdiction over the planning 
region delineated by the office of State Planning. The objective of the 
Commission will be to plan for and encourage regional planning analysis, provide 
consensus on major problems of regional concern and to assist in the 
effectuation of projects within, and which extend beyond, the boundaries of a 
particular town. The Commission will have only the authority conferred on it by 
Chapter 36:53 Revised Statutes Annotated 1955 and will be an advisory 
commission to local governments in the region. Members of the Commission 
shall be appointed by the Selectmen in accordance with State Law. Two 
representatives will be appointed from Westmoreland. 

Moved and voted by a show of hands — for 53, against 83. Defeated. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $748.00 as the Town’s share for the studies and operation of the 
Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. These funds will 
be used for financing the staff, operation expenses, planning studies, technical 
assistance and other programs of the Commission. These funds may be used in 
conjunction with other State and Federal Funds available for planning purposes. 

Moved and voted in the negative. Defeated. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
negotiate a contract with the City of Keene for Emergency Ambulance Service 
and raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for this purpose. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 in order to help meet the cost of establishing the newly chartered 
“Westmoreland Emergency Service Corps”. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $435.00 for the support of the Monadnock Region Association, or take any 
other action relating thereto. This sum is based on the formula of seven percent 
(7%) of the Rooms & Meals Tax funds distributed to the Town by the State of 
New Hampshire in 1976 ($7,325.72) but not to exceed the funding received 
from the Town in 1976 ($435.00). 


Moved and voted by show of hands — overwhelmingly negative. Defeated. 


Article 16.To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$37,000.00 to purchase a new Fire Truck said sum to be financed as follows: to 
raise $2,000.00 by taxes; to authorize withdrawal of $8,000.00 from the Fire 
Truck Capital Reserve Fund; to authorize withdrawal of $7,000.00 from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act; to authorize the Selectmen to issue notes or bonds for the 
balance of $20,000.00 to be paid at the rate of $4,000.00 per year for five years. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 17. The Town of Westmoreland hereby adopts the provisions of 
NHRSA 31:44 through 31:48 inclusive, to create a Recreation Commission 
consisting of five citizens of the Town who shall be appointed by the Selectmen, 
serve without pay, and be responsible for the maintenance and conduct of 
recreation facilities and programming in the Town of Westmoreland. 

Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget, as submitted 
by the budget committee under the authority of the Municipal Budget Act. 

Moved and voted that budget as presented and as amended by the meeting 
be adopted in a total amount of $138,119.16. This includes an increase of 
$1,500.00 for the Westmoreland Emergency Service Corps, Inc. and an 
additional $600.00 for the Police Department. These increases of $2,100.00 
added to the $136,019.16 initially recommended by the Budget Committee. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
Moved and voted in the affirmative. 


Article 20. To transact any other business which may legally come before 
said meeting. 

Moved and seconded that the Recreation Commission when appointed 
meet with the Selectmen and representatives of the basketball teams to negotiate 
a new set of rules for the scheduling of basketball activities in the Town Hall. 
Voted in the affirmative. 

Moved and seconded that a standing vote of thanks be given to the History 
Committee for their time and efforts in preparing and issuing the Westmoreland 
Town History. 

Moved that the Moderator look into the feasibility of arranging for 
balloting to permit more space for seating for the Town Meeting. Voted in the 
affirmative. 

Moved to authorize the Selectmen in conjunction with the Town 
Constable and Town Attorney to control the consumption of alcoholic 
beverages in public areas in town with the necessary penalty to enable 
enforcement. Voted in the affirmative. 

Discussion on action being taken on the Town Dump in view of legislation 
now pending. Selectmen report they are awaiting more information on the 
current legislation.

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WESTMORELAND SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 
March 4, 1977 


Agreeable to the foregoing warrant, the legal voters having met at the time 
and place mentioned in the warrant, the meeting was called to order by the vice 
moderator, Robert W. Moore, Jr. at 2:00 PM. Article 1 was then read by the vice 
moderator and after declaring the polls open for voting, the business meeting 
was adjourned until 7:30 PM. The polls, as noted under Article 1, will remain 
open until 9:00 PM. 


At 7:30 PM the business meeting was called to order by the moderator, 
George W.. Scott, Jr. The warrant was read. Mr. Scott reviewed his rules of 
procedure requesting that they be adhered to. He then advised that the following 
school officials were present and introduced them at this time: Mr. Champagne, 
superintendent, Joseph Giuliano, assistant superintendent and John Moody, 
principal of Westmoreland School. Sally Belluscio, Donald E. Hall and Carol H. 
Austin, the Westmoreland School Board were present. They all were available to 
answer any questions. Mr. Scott advised that anyone of the group can speak on 
any subject under discussion and by raising the hand will be recognized by the 
chair. 


Article 2. Donald E. Hall made the motion which was seconded by Roger 
Adams — Moved that the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees or Officers 
chosen be accepted and placed on file. The motion was carried by voice vote and 
declared in the affirmative by the moderator. 


Article 3. Donald E. Hall made the motion which was seconded by Carlson 
Barrett — Moved that the District vote to authorize the school board to make 
application for, and to accept and use in the name of the District such advances, 
grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational purposes as may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, 
or any department or agency thereof, or any federal, state, or private agency. 
The motion was carried by voice vote and declared in the affirmative by the 
moderator. 


Article 4. Sally Belluscio made the motion which was seconded by Ruth Hatt 
— Moved that the District vote to authorize the school board to appoint a 
committee of five to develop long-range plans for building needs and educational 
programs and services; and further, that said committee bring its report to the 
District at its next annual meeting, March, 1978. Discussion followed. Mr. Hood 
suggested that this committee work in conjunction with the Westmoreland 
Planning Board. Sally Belluscio explained the purpose of this committee of five. 
An amendment was then made by Mr. Hood — inserting after “programs and 
services” (in the above article) the line “in conjunction with the Town Planning 
Board”. The motion was thereupon seconded by Rodman Tatnall. The vote was 
by a show of hands — 24 in favor and 8 against. The vote was then declared in 
the affirmative by the moderator. 


Article 5. Carol Austin made the motion which was seconded by Eleanor 
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Adams — Moved that the District vote to authorize the continuance of the 
Playground Development Committee for the school year, 1977-78. Moderator 
Scott, chairman of the Playground Development Committee, thereupon turned 
the meeting over to vice-moderator Moore and gave a brief dissertation on the 
committee’s progress and the advantages of this article. After control of the 
meeting was returned to Scott a voice vote was taken and declared in the 
affirmative by the moderator. 


Article 6. Sally Belluscio made the motion which was seconded by April 
Hood — Moved that the District vote to authorize the school board to provide 
released time for the principal (two-thirds) for administrative duties; and further, 
to see what sum the District will appropriate to effectuate the purposes of this 
article. A ballot vote was requested by Robert W. Moore, Jr. The necessary 10 
others requesting same, by a show of hands was noted according to law. The 
written ballot vote was then taken. There was a mixup with the checklist 
denoting a questionable 3 votes. The ballot vote taken gave a total of 57 votes 
cast. 30 votes were negative and 27 votes affirmative. The moderator thereupon 
declared the motion carried and same to be in the negative. At this point the 
moderator was challenged on his ruling of Article 6 of a negative vote. A ballot 
vote was then taken again with 68 votes cast. 35 votes were affirmative and 33 
negative. The moderator thereupon declared the motion carried and same to be 
in the affirmative. 


Article 7. Sally Belluscio made the motion which was seconded by Catherine 
Scott — Moved that the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$342,323. for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers 
and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District. 
Discussion followed. A motion was then made by Robert W. Moore, Jr. that the 
Budget Committee recommendation be considered and the figure in Article 7 be 
changed from $342,323. to $334,303. thereby eliminating the funding for the 
position noted in Article 6. The motion was seconded by Linn Starkey, Jr. 
Discussion followed. Sally Belluscio then made a motion that the Moore 
amendment be amended by adding $4,868. This motion was seconded by 
Richard Cate, Jr. Further discussion followed. At this point Mrs. Belluscio 
withdrew her motion on the Moore amendment. Mr. Cate withdrew his second. 
A ballot vote was then requested and taken. 71 votes were cast. 38 were cast in 
the affirmative and 33 in the negative. The moderator thereupon declared the 
motion carried and same to be in the affirmative. 


Article 8. At the request of the school board, this article was passed over. 


Article 9. Sally Belluscio made the motion which was seconded by Robert W. 
Moore, Jr. — Moved that the District vote to authorize the School District to 
exclude from its Social Security plan services performed by election officials or 
election workers for each calendar quarter in which the remuneration paid for 
such services is less than $50.00. The motion was carried by voice vote and 
declared in the affirmative by the moderator. 


Under further business conducted, Sally Belluscio read the following motion 
which she wished to become a part of the minutes:

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ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


In the 1977-78 school year, the Westmoreland School Board, faculty and 
administration were busy. During the school year, the school board undertook a 
total revision of all school district policies relative to personnel, instruction, 
students and facilities. The Board plans to implement new policies as needed and 
revise their standing policies on a regular basis. 

The Board completed insulating all but the main corridor of the school over 
the last three years. As a result, it is anticipated that 2,000 fewer gallons of fuel 
will be consumed during the 1977-78 school year to heat the Westmoreland 
Elementary School. 

During the year, additional maintenance projects were undertaken such as the 
painting of several classrooms, the installation of new lighting fixtures to 
increase the candlepower to meet state codes, etc. 

Instructionally, the school took two steps towards the improvement of 
educational services to its youngsters: 

1) The Implementation of a Resource Room — Under Public Law 94-142 
local school districts are responsible for providing educational services to 
youngsters identified as being handicapped. The resource teacher, Cynthia 
Wajda, is currently serving 14 students who have been identified as needing 
special assistance. If the school district did not provide a resource teacher, these 
youngsters would have to be tuitioned to another school where the services are 
available. 

2) The Implementation of a 2/3 Teacher to take over a portion of the 
principal’s teaching load, freeing him up for administrative functions, such as the 
supervision of teachers. Under the new arrangement, Mr. Moody has been able to 
visit classrooms on numerous occasions to assist teachers with any problems they 
may have. This was particularly advantageous in 1977-1978 because of the four 
new teachers employed by the school district. 

At the March, 1977 school district meeting, the voters approved the 
formation of a long-range planning committee. The committee composed of Ann 
Louise Ray, Richard G. Delano, Heather Beaman, Greta Kratky, Mrs. J. Barry 
Franklin, and serving as ex officio members, Joan C. Murray, John Moody and 
Joseph R. Giuliano. The committee met on numerous occasions during the fall 
and winter months. A survey was conducted of all Westmoreland students in 
grades nine through twelve at Keene High School which served as the backbone 
of a report developed by the committee to be submitted to the voters at the 
district meeting in March, 1978.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
1977-1978 


For the second year in a row, Westmoreland School experienced some 
dramatic changes as school opened in September. Last year we realized a large 
increase in enrollment which had a significant impact on our textbook and 
materials accounts. This year we have five new staff members. 

Mr. Mitchell left for a teaching position in Alstead, and was replaced by Mrs. 
Kim Pierson. Mrs. Fisk, who was granted a maternity leave, was replaced by Mrs. 
Barbara Clapp. Mrs. Fisk has since officially resigned. Miss Dolhenty, our Title I 
teacher, who left for another position in Massachusetts, was replaced by Mrs. 
Ann Bergeron. Miss Joan Tucker is our two-thirds (eighth grade) teacher. Mrs. 
Cynthia Wajda is the Resource Room teacher. Inasmuch as our former teachers 
left during the summer, we did not have the opportunity to officially thank 
them for their fine service to the Westmoreland School District. The collective 
leadership and skill of these people added a great deal to the success of our 
programs. To each of them I extend, on behalf of the entire staff, our best 
wishes in their new endeavors. 

Two significant staff positions were added this year. A teacher was hired (2/3 
of the school day) to allow the principal more time to perform the ever 
increasing administrative duties required of his position. Staff evaluations, 
budget preparation, curriculum planning and evaluation are only a few of the 
many tasks which require much time and effort if we are to continue to offer a 
quality educational experience for your children. This release-time has proven to 
be a most successful venture and can only serve to enhance our efforts in the 
future. 

The full-time resource teacher allows the District to provide educational 
programs for students with educational handicaps who were previously enrolled 
in out-of-district programs. Presently four students are receiving full program 
services; two are involved in a speech assistance program; two students are in the 
process of being evaluated; and several are being provided interim services until 
time allows for complete testing and placement. Additionally, the resource 
teacher serves as an in-school consultant to classroom teachers as well as working 
very closely with the Title I (reading assistance) teacher. 

We were, indeed, very fortunate in being able to secure the services of five 
very competent staff members so late in the summer. Their enthusiasm, 
dedication, and resourcefulness, coupled with the experience, expertise, and 
cooperation of our five ‘“‘experienced”’ teachers, makes for a most qualified 
teaching staff. 

Last year Supervisory Union 29 reorganized its administrative staff in an 
effort to provide more direct services to the five town schools in the union. 
Unquestionably, Westmoreland School has received much direct support and 
assistance from Mr. Joseph R. Giuliano, Assistant Superintendent of Schools for 
Towns. Mr. Giuliano has been a catalyst in our continued growth, a firm 
supporter of our programs, and a never-ending source of knowledge and 
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expertise whenever needed. In addition, the Superintendent of Schools, Mr. 
Richard L. Champagne, has visited our building several times this year and has 
been impressed with our programs and staff. 

Our program, staff and school’s success is the direct result of the support we 
receive from the citizens of Westmoreland. I am grateful for this support and 
look forward to a continuance of this working relationship in the future.
